Course Description:

This course provides an opportunity for local
officials responsible for administering their
floodplain regulations. The course will focus on
the National Flood Insurance Program (NFIP) and
concepts of floodplain management, maps and
studies, ordinance administration, and the
relationship between floodplain management and
flood insurance.

Course Goal:

This course will describe important aspects of
basic floodplain management practices necessary
to begin a participant’s floodplain management
career. The course includes an overview of the
NFIP, outreach and risk communication
techniques. Using Flood Insurance Studies and
maps to determine the flood hazard risk at given
sites. NFIP minimum floodplain insurance

rating, and legal implications of regulatory actions.
For a basic permit process. Use of FEMA
elevation and other.

Federal and State floodplain
management professionals are also encouraged
to attend. The course is designed for officials with
limited floodplain management experience.
Participants should have less than 3 years of full-
time experience in the field of floodplain
management.

NATIONAL EMERGENCY TRAINING CENTER
(NETC) CAMPUS ACCESS - REAL ID ACT
STANDARDS:

Does your ID meet the Real ID Act standards?
Anyone entering the National Emergency Training
Center (NETC) campus is required to show valid
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photo identification that meets REAL ID Act
standards. The purpose of the REAL ID Act is to
stop terrorists from evading detection by using
false identification. Check to see if your state is
compliant at https://www.dhs.gov/current-status-
states-territories.

If your driver’s license does not meet the
requirements of the REAL ID Act, you will need to
bring one of the following acceptable forms of
identification:

e Avalid U.S. passport or passport card.

¢ A valid federal employee, military, or veteran ID
card.

o A valid state-enhanced driver's license
(Contact your state’s motor vehicle department
for availability).

Students from non-compliant states (a regular
driver’s license from these states will not be
accepted) who do not possess any acceptable
form of identification may request a National
Crime Information Center (NCIC) check from the
NETC Security Office. Note: This is a one-time
NCIC check; a successful NCIC check is valid for
180 days; within the 180 day timeframe a student
is expected to obtain a compliant form of
identification).

Submit the following information to
Michael.Wells@fema.dhs.gov in a password-
protected document at least 3 weeks before your
class:

¢ Date and place of birth
e Social Security Number

Students arriving at the NETC campus without a
compliant ID or a successful NCIC criminal history
check will be sent home at their own expense
without receiving a stipend reimbursement.
